ST. PBTKIISUUHG. Augaat 1.—IMtera re- 


ceived here from OahKend, Aeiutic Rus- 
sia, report that the Berioua riots iu that 
place on July Gtb, in connection with 
the cholera epidemic, had beau eup- 
preBEed hy the 
government.

these letters it IB learned that the native 
Sarta, believing the doctors were poison- 
ing their patiente, who were BofTeriiig 
from cholera, became greatly excited, 
and 5000 ol them, suddenly invaded the 
Russian quarters and wrecked the resi- 
dence of the deputy Rovernor, who fled ; 
on the approach ol the howling mob. 


Ho waa pursued aud overtaken in the 


street and maltreated in a terrible man- 
ner. 
Uia plen for mercy was in vain, 


aud after betu^ trampled upon waa as- 
sailed with a shower of etonoa until life 
had been beaten out. 


The authorities took immediate step 


to suppress the disorder. A body of 
troops hurried to tho eceuo, mid arriv- 
ing at tiiB place where the defiant Sarta 
had assembled, the troops opened fire, 
killinc several of them. 


The Sarta wereiirmed with pistols and 


daggers and made a desperate resistance 
to the soldiers. The two tomes closed in 
on each other and u furious hand to 
haiid fight resulted. 


The maddened Bnrta, when their pis- 


tole had been emptied, slashed furioUBly 
about with their daggers. 


The Boldiora were unable to overcome 


their fanatical opponents, and additional 
troopB had to be Bent to their assistance. 
Finally the riot was quelled and the 
mob dispersed, hut tho Sarte collected

around the rnoBqasB, and taking these 
defied tho authorities to do battle with

If the order 
on ita face ehowa tbat this fund is to be 
used for some purpose that tbe board bus 
no right to expend it for, it would be A 
notice to tbe treasurer that tbe money 
was to be illegally expended, and the 
treaeurer would be liable on hia bonds if 
ho cashed those orders. 


"That was tho opinion I gave to tho 


treasurer and I still hold to it, and I have 
no doubt as to the correctness of it." 


THE OTHER SIDE .OP THE HOUSE. 


Mr. Terry returned to tbe charge. "I 


bave been city attorney for some time, 
aud I have never gone away to San Fran- 
cisco for a day that there does cot eoent 
to be some {treat eruption among tbe city 
officials while I am gone. I have been 
away for a couple of days and the city 
treasurer bunia my deputy for an opin- 
ion. Last year when I waa away lor a 
few days everything down here popped.

This 
money in the treasury IB money that the 
people bave voted for, for tbe building cf 
a high school. \ ou cannot build it on 
ground belonging to another corporation. 
Tills money to not in the general fund. If 
11 is in the treasury at all It fa hero 
to be expended for tbe building of a 
school houee in the manner voted by the 
people of this city, and the only people 
who can question the legality of those 
bonds are two parties. The ones who 
placed this money here probably might 
bring an action in equity to compel us to 
return the money and the other is Borne 
patty ou whom the tax had been levied 
to pay for those bonde. 


"It Bourne to me that they always take 


the opportunity when I am out of tbe 
city, and it seems funny that they don't 
come to me when I am here to seek an 
opportunity of avoiding the payment of 
these bonds. It does not lie iu Mr. Me- 
Keozie'a mouth to dispute tbe legality 
of those bonds. When Judge Harris 
gets back it wont take five minutes to 
order the treasurer to pay these bills. 
Personally, I have no feeling or interest 
in the matter. Ihave^ooly oue daugh- 
ter and I would not Bend her to a public 
school if she lived to be 200 years old, 
and if I havo no money to senu her to a 
private echool she can grow np in ignor- 
ance."
